The Denver \ of the 4th 

inst. says : 

"Julius Meyer, the man who was 
recently put under $1,000 bonds by 
Justice Jeffries after an examination 
on the charge of perjury, has left the 
urreptitiously, and much to the 
chagrin of the public, his whereabouts 
are unknown. The facts in Meyer's 
case are still fresh in the memory of 
the readers of the News, which was 
the first to expose him. He married 
a deaf and dumb lady named Aaron- 
son, of San Fran, hose father 

gave them a comfortable home, raised 
all Meyer's indebtedness and estab- 
d him in business. Meyer's 
wife had over $3,000 in her own 
name, and it turned out that he had 
married her to procure this. After 
living with his wife for six months he 
began to abuse and maltreat her so 
that a separation ensued. In some 
manner ho had contrived to get hold 
of her money, and then after selling 
out his business came to Denver, leav- 
ing his father in-law almost penniless. 
After residing in Denver a year he 
sued for a divorce, alleging that he did 
know of his wife's whereabouts. In 
this he perjured himself, as he knew 
his wires residence. When Meyer 
gave bonds he was compelled to put 
a certified check in the hands of F. 
0. King for $1,000, which was about 
a seventh part of the amount of money 
he had in bank. On Friday he went 
to the bank in which his money was 
lited, drew 18.000, and left the 
city for parts unknown. Mr. King 
will not lose anything by Meyer's 
leaving, as ho could not take out the 
$1,000 for which the check had been 
given, lie has left his business in 
charge of his sister. Meyer was gen- 
erally known thoronghout the city 
and moved in good Jewish circles, but 
since the exposure of his real char- 
acter, he has been ostracized, and it is 
not improbable a fund will be raised 
lug him back so the full dose of 
justice can be meted out to him. His 
divorced wife is in the city ace 
panted by her little child, which is 
also deaf and dumb/'
